LONDON, Oct. 15. — London's 
anti-aircraft defenses were criti- 
cised today by B. H. Liddell Hart, 
a military expert and writer, who 
asserted at the Emergericy Youth 
Peace Conference that “barely 100 
guns” had been available for the 
city’s defense against air raids dur- 
ing the crisis over Czechoslovakia. 

Comparing London's defenses 
with those of Paris, he said the lat- 
ter was ringed with 700 guns and 
that, moreover, London’s .defenses 
were “improvised with various 
weapons much more dangerous to 
civilian life and property than to 
attacking aircraft.” 

Under the circumstances, he said, 
the surrender of Czechoslovakia at 
Munich was justified. 

War Minister Leslie Hore-Belisha 
has announced a hope of doubling 
in the next year the nearly 50,000 
men operating anti-aircraft guns 
and supplementary equipment, with 
the ry guns now in mass

As soon as Chvalkovsky returned, 
Premier Jan Syrovy called a night 
session of the Cabinet to hear his 


report. 

It was learned at the close of the 
Cabinet meeting that a delegation 
of four ministers would go to Ber- 
lin early next week to resume dis- 
cussions with Germany. The mem- 
bers of the delegation are: Vladislav 
Feierabend, Minister of Agricul- 
ture; Joseph Kalfus, Finance; Im- 
rich Karvas, Commerce and Indus- 
try, and Dr. Hugo Vavrecka, Minis- 
ter without portfolio. 

The resignations of Dr. Viadimir 
Fajnor, Minister of Justice, and Dr. 
M. Parkane, Minister without port- 
folio, were accepted. They were 
gaid to have left the Cabinet “for 
reasons of health.”

POLICE WON'T RAD 
BOOKIES WITH AXES 


Glassco Rejects Baptists’ Sug- 
gestion No Authority to 
Destroy Property.“ 


The suggestion of the St. Louis 
Baptist Association, advanced Fri- 
day at its annual meeting, that St. 
Louis police follow the example of 
ax-swinging Chicago officials and 
smash handbooks and other gam- 

establishments was rejected 
last night by Chief of Police John 
H. Glassco. 

“The law gives police no author- 
ity to destroy property,” he said to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter. In Chi- 
cago the raids were undertaken by 
special squads directed’ by the 
State’s Attorney. 

The report which the 
group adopted declared, The 
‘smoke houses,’ where slot ma- 
chines, roulette wheels, all sorts of 
card games and the iniquitous 
race-track pools are constantly in 
operation, could be closed out, and 
we should set ourselves resolutely 
to the task of doing it.” 

Arrests to Continue. 

Chief Glassco said the police 
would continue’ to arrest all the 
gamblers they find. He pointed 
out that in the year which ended 


church 


last April 1, a total of 13,279 persons 


were arrested in the city on gam- 
bling charges. 

Employes in St. Louis smoke 
shops are picked up by police occa- 
sionally (about 2000 such arrests 
were made last year) but most of 
the cases are dismissed for want of 
evidence. When indictments on 
felony charges are returned against 
handbook operators and their 
clerks, the defendants are usually 
permitted to plead guilty of mis- 
demeanors and pay fines of $500. 

The Baptists said of the smoke 
shops: Into these gambling hells 
men take their small pay checks, 
earned doubtless with great effort, 
and toss them away on such uncer- 
tainties as horse and dog racing, 
while their children go hungry.” 
Commending .the action taken in 
Chicago, they declared, “The same 
thing could be done in St. Louis.

Four Hospitals That Do 
Not Share in Funds Criti- 
cise Basing of Allotments 


E. E. King, of a com- 
mittee representing four Protes- 
tant hospitals which do not share 
in the distribution of United Char- 
ities funds, charged in a letter to 
the charity organization that other 
hospitals were receiving their alict- 
ments on the basis of deficits en- 
larged by the care of patients sent 
from outside St. Louis and St. Louis 
County. 8 
The letter, addressed Sept. 22 to 
Ollver F. Richards, president of 
United Charities, Inc., and made 
public with other correspondence 
yesterday by King, was the second 
protest made this week. A resolu- 
tion, adopted at a meeting of 50 
representatives of Evangelical and 
Reformed. Protestant churches, 
United 
Charities method of distributing 
funds among hospitals, was an- 
nounced Friday. 

King’s letter protested against the 
practice of the United Charities in 
basing allotments to hospitals on 
the size of their deficits, rather 
than the volume of their charitable 
service, under which system hoapi- 
tals which have large endowments 
or considerable income from fees 
may receive less from United Char- 
ities than other hospitals, the char- 
itable service of which is no great- 
er, or even less extensive. N 

Discrimination Charged. ; 

The letter pointed out that the 
four hospitals, which the commit- 
tee represents, namely the Chris- 
tian, Deaconess, Lutheran and Mis- 
souri Baptist hospitals, received 
nothing last year from United Char- 
ities, were rendering a proportion- 
ate amount of free service to the 
indigent of St. Louis and the coun- 
ty, but were “discriminated” 
against, because they had no def- 
icits last year. 

“Peoples of St. Louis and St. 
Louis County subscribe to United 
Charities, Inc., largely on the theo 
that they are helping care for t 
indigent of the city and county, yet 
the so-called deficit rule does not 
pay for service rendered those in- 
digent,” the letter declared, “but 
pays the participating institutions 
for deficits created, which are en- 
larged by the care of patients sent 
to these institutions from all over 
the State and even from Illinois 
and Arkansas. 

“We further protest the method 
whereby it has been possible in the 
past for some institutions to include 
in their deficit computation, inter- 
est on bonded indebtedenss and re- 
ceive monies therefor, while other 
institutions were denied this pri- 
vilege.” 

Replying to King, who is super- 
intendent of the Missouri Baptist 
Hospital, Richards explained that 
the question of change in the meth- 
od of allotment to hospitals “is 
still a live subject,” being studied 
for the last year by a committee 
which is not yet prepared to sub- 
mit its report and recommendation. 

Latest Reply of Complainants. 

Apparently not satisfied with the 
Richards reply, the committee in 
a letter to him last Friday said: 
“The failure of your organization 
to give us the assurance that you 
will change your present method 
so that all may share equally in the | 
funds you are now planning to 
raise in the ‘coming campaign, 
leaves us but one recourse: to ap- 
peal directly arid immediately to 
the spirit of fairness of the citizens 
of St. Louis.” 

The United Charities campaign 
to raise $2,495,170 is scheduled to 
begin Nov. 1. 

The letter declared that several 
cpmmittees and experts“ already 
had recommended a change in the 
basis for fund distribution.

He said 
Brickey took the vouchers, saying 
he would explain it in time, Brickey 
has made no explanation to date, 
Pulliam said. Briekey said yester- 
day he was still checking the mat- 
ter. 

The usual procedure, Pulliam 
added, in the matter of tuition 
vouchers is for the vouchers to be 
sent to him as they are received by 
the board. They are then indorsed 
by himself and by Vaughn, he said, 
and the money put in the tuition 
fund. . 
Cause of School Audit. 


Vaughn has made public a com- 
munication dated: Sept. 19, which 
resulted in the calling of the board 
meeting, at which the audit of the 
books was ordered.

Miss Perkins Proposes Com- 

mittee of 13 to Settle Dif- 
ferences Between CIO 
and A. F. of L. 


GROUP’S AGREEMENT 
WOULD BE BINDING 


Secretary's Suggestion Is 
First Definite Step by Ad- 
' ministration to End 3- 
Year Split. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15. — The 
Roosevelt administration’s first con- 
crete proposal for ending labor’s 
three-year-old civil war failed to- 
day to produce any immediate signs 
of acceptance by either the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor or John L. 
Lewis’ CIO. 

Secretary of Labor Perkins ad- 
vanced the proposal in an address 
before a labor audience at Colum- 
bus, O. She su that the A. 
F. of L. and the CIO each select 
five representatives, that these rep- 
resentatives in turn choose three 
disinterested persons, and that the 
committee of 13 thus formed pro- 
ceed to mediate the controversy. 
No Comment From Lewis or Green. 

Neither Lewis nor William Green, 
president of the federation, would 
comment at once on the proposal. 

In an interview just prior to Miss 
Perkins’ address, on the occasion | 
of the third anniversary of the 
CIO’s conception, Lewis said the 
Committee for Industrial Organiza- 
tion would continue as “labor’s most 
progressive and active force.” 

“The progress we have made 
from a comparatively small begin- 
ning has proved conclusively that 
we have filled the tremendous void 
that existed in unionization of in- 
dustry until a few years ago,” he 
said, “and, at our convention in 
Pittsburgh next month, we will lay 
a permanent foundation for indus- 
trial unionism which will not be 
swept aside by short-sighted oppo- 
sition.” 

Secretary Perkins, in her address

Three-Year Dispute, 

Three years ago today, Lewis, 
president of the United Mine Work- 
ers, and heads of eight other unions 
decided at Atlantic City, N. J., that 
they would conduct an industrial 
union organization campaign, They 
favored organizing all of the work- 
ers in each mass production indus- 
try into one big union, instead of 
organizing them along the craft 
lines of dominant A, F. of L. unions, 

In November, 1935, the Commit- 


‘tee for Industrial Organization was 


formed officially with 10 interna- 
tional unions of the federation as 
a nucleus. Later the federation be- 
gan suspending them. 

The breach between the two or- 
ganizations led to a wild scramble 
for membership and footholds in 
new as well as old fields, and to 
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frequent quarrels as to which fac- 
tion had the right to represent 
workers in a given plant or indus- 


Representatives of both sides met 
in a futile peace conference a year 
ago. Discussions ended when the 
conferees could not allocate indus- 
tries for organization purposes sat- 
isfactorily and when Lewis in- 
sisted that the 40-odd CIO. unions 
be taken back into the A. F. of L. 
as a self-governing department.

SUGGESTS USING 
PW A, WPA FUNDS 


Cost of Preparedness: Pro- 
gram Should Not Be 
Passed on to Future Gen- 


erations, He Says. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 15.—Bernard 
M. Baruch, in an interview today, 
advocated a special tax to meet the 
cost of increased armaments. 

The financier who, as chairman 


of the War Industries Board, was 
in charge of mobilizing industry 
in the World War, said the levy 
‘should be heavy enough to meet 
the cost of preparedness, whatever 
the cost may be.” 

“We should not pile the burden 
of paying for these armaments on 
to the shoulders of coming genera- 
tions,” he contended. “We should 
pay the bill ourselves. Congress, I 
believe, should enact whatever form 
of levy it thinks best to pay for 
the new expenditures. 

For Using WPA and PWA Funds. 

“I am not prepared, nor is it my 
business, to say how all of this 
money shall be raised. All of it 
may not have to be raised by taxa- 
tion, But certainly we must pro- 
vide for interest and amortization 
of the cost. 

“Some of the expense possibly can 
be met by transferring expenditures 
from PWA and WPA to the defense 
program. This would give great 
numbers of people employment in- 
stead of relief. 

“The cost of building up our na- 
tional defenses will be high, but 
we should build to such an extent 
that the aggressive nations will 
know we are prepared to defend 
our political and economic ideals 
against all odds.” 

German Press Attack. 

Referring to the statements in 
the German press that he was 
mixed up a Jewish plot” to influ 
ence President Roosevelt, Baruch 
said:

Japanese Operations on Largest 
Scale Since War Began, 

SHANGHAI, Oct. 15.—Japanese 
army and navy spokesmen said to- 
day Japanese operations in China 
have reached the greatest dimen- 
sions since the undeclared conflict 
started July 7, 1937. 

The South China drive, started 
Wednesday, appeared to be devel- 
oping fast, promising a Japanese 
overlordship for 70,000,000 Chinese 
in southern provinces while armies, 
warships and planes hammered 
closer to Hankow, Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek’s capital in Cen- 
tral China. 

Moreover, the Japanese army in 
North China was reported prepared 
to enlarge operations westward into 
the untouched provinces of Shensi 
and Kansu or southward to tie 
Yangtze valley to assist the Han- 
kow campaign, if necessary. The 
Northern command reported that 
its anti-guerrilla campaign had re- 
duced Communist. fighters, organ- 
ized around the famous Eighth 
Army, to impotence. 

The Yangtze invaders were re 
ported within 80 miles by river of | 
Hankow. The Chinese said today 
that their shore batteries in that 
sector, southeast of Hankow, had 
sunk a Japanese munitions trans- 
port. 

The Yangtze River fighting was 
in but one sector of a vast front 
arching from the Peiping-Hankow 
Railway north of Hankow, cutting 
across the great waterway above 
Kichun ‘and terminating in the vi- 
cinity of Yangsin, about 80 miles 
southeast of the Japanese goal. 

Japanese recentiv renorted cut- 
ting the Peiping-Hankow Railway 
about 100 miles north of Hankow, 
and a fierce and successful attack 
on Chinese positions at Kichun on 
the river. 

Forces massed before Yangsin 
apparently still were blocked from 
a westward approach to cut the 
Canton-Hankow Railway. 

A great obstacle for the left flank 
of the drive on Hankow is the Chi- 
nese resistance at Teian, 130 miles 
southeast of Hankow. To remove 
this, Japanese forces for weeks 
have been trying to advance south- 
ward along the Kiukiang-Nanchang 
Railway to its. southern terminus, 
60 miles below Teian.

devard, secretary of the Missouri 
Duck Hunters’ Association, from 
George Tonkin of Des Moines, Ia.. 
regional director of Manage- 
ment for the United States Biologi- 
cal Survey, made public by Harry 
Barmeier, Federal game manage- 
ment agent here. 
Prevoius Interpretation. 

In a previous interpretation, Ira 
N. Gabrielson of Washington, chief 
of the Biological Survey, wrote to 
Missouri inquirers last November 
that it was not contrary to regula- 
tions to plant duck foods on a lake 
bed and kaffir corn in another part 
of the lake and afterward hunt 
there. Incidentally, at that time, 
Gabrielson held it was permissible 
to hunt water fowl over an unhar- 
vested corn field, if the grain was 
not shaken free, 

There has been no change in the 
regulations, but the interpretation 
has changed. Early this month the 
Federal authorities called attention 
of hunters throughout the country 
to the drastic sentence given a resi- 
dent of Ohio in Federal Court at 
Toledo on conviction of baiting wild 
ducks on a commercial hunting 
tract on the Lake Erie shore, by 
flooding a rice field to. create a 
marsh. He was fined $1500 and ses- 
tenced to a year and a day in pris- 
on, but placed on probation from 
the prison sentence on his agree- 
ment not to use this or any other 
marsh for three years. 


Form of Baiting. 


“We have an opinion from the 
bureau’s legal department,“ Ton- 
kin said in his letter to Noble, to 
the effect that it is not illegal to 
shoot ducks in harvested grain 
fields where in harvesting only such 
grains or seeds fall to the ground 
as cannot be avoided in prudent 
and economical harvesting, and 
flooding a field so harvested does 
not make illegal the shooting of 
ducks coming to such flooded field. 

“But when grain crops are not 
harvested and water is turned upon 
the crops so as to bring the unhar- 
vested grain in reach of the ducks 
sitting on the water, such manipu- 
lation is equivalent to putting out 
grain to attract ducks, and shoot- 
ing will be illegal.

The remaining defendants are 
Johanna Hofmann, former hair- 
dresser aboard the German liner 
Europa; Erich Glaser, 28, a natur- 
alized German and one-time Unit- 
ed States army private who was at- 
tached to the Eighteenth Recon- 
naissance Squadron, at Mitchel 
Field, Long Island; and Otto Her- 
mann Voss, 36, also a naturalized 
Germah, formerly employed at the 
Seversky airplane factory at Farm- 
ingdale, Long Island. where new 
pursuit ships are uader construc- 
tion for the army.

HAMILTON FISH ARMSTRONG. 


Editor’s. Note 

N this hour of Adolf Hitler’s triumph in 
| Czechoslovakia, where the German army 

has occupied large sections of Sudeten- 
land as the result of the historic four- 
power parley at Munich, the Post-Dispatch 
today begins publication of a brilliant book 
which is especially timely in that it con- 
trasts democracy and _ totalitarianism— 
Nazi, Fascist and Communist. 

„We Or They” was the title chosen by 
the author, Hamilton Fish Arnistrong, 
editor of Foreign Affairs.” His compara- 
tive study of dictatorships and democratic 
states takes its title and text from these 
words of Mussolini in October, 1930: 

“The struggle between two worlds can 
permit no compromise , . . Hither we or 
they! Either their ideas or ours! Either 
our state or theirs!” 

This sense of struggle to the bitter end, 
in the writer’s view, possesses all apostles 
of dictatorship. As confirmation, he cites 
a passage from Hitler’s “Mein Kampf” 
that shows the Nazi leader holding a point 
of view identical with Mussolini's: | 

“Bither the world will be governed by 
the ideology of modern. democracy, in 
which case ‘every issue will be decided in 
favor of the numerically stronger races; 
or it. will be ruled by the laws of force, 
when the peoples of brutal determination, 
not those that show self-restraint, will 
triumph.“ 

As another parallel, Mr. Armstrong pre- 
sents two quotations from Lénin’ s works, 
in which the original Communist attitude 
is set forth as follows: | 
| “The existence of the Soviet Republic 

side by side with the imperialist states 
for any length of time is inconceivable” ; 

“An obituary will de sung either over 
the death of world capitalism or the 
death of the Soviet Republic.” 

Although Mr. Armstrong’s book was first 
published two years ago, the subsequent 
course of events has more than borne out 
his views on the innate struggle between 
the two systems. Since the validity of 
his premise is thus confirmed, there is 
sound reason to believe that his study con- 
tinues to hold a prophetic quality, in that 
it may cast light on developments that still 
lie in the future. 

The book is printed in the Post-Dispatch 
by arrangement with the- Macmillan Co., 
New York. 

Since the end of the World War, Mr. 
Armstrong has spent a part of each year 
in Europe. As editor of a leading re- 
view of international relations, he knows 
at first hand dictators, rulers, prime min- 
isters, emigres, journalists, army chiefs— 
all that diverse company of strong men and 
weak who have been making the troubled 
history of the past 20 years.

Obviously the governments of these demo- 
cratic nations are not ideal. They shelter 
plenty of narrow and selfish individuals who 
mistrust popular education and fear the 
power of the masses. But to the extent that 
these influence policy they must circumvent 
law and enlightened public opinion. 


On the other side are nations which have 
never fully accepted the democratic concep- 
tion of human progress, or which have dis- 
carded it because that sort of progress is ag- 
gravatingly slow and undramatic. The peo- 
ple in these states are living according to 
the rules of definite systems revealed to in- 
fallible men or groups of men, imposed and 


enforced by decrees. and bullets, and consid- 


ered permanently immune to criticism, first 
because: infallible men do not need criticism, 
secondly—and more simply—because they 
will not tolerate it. 

To us, these nations are now so far away 


that they seem on different planets. Those | 


planets revolve around. different suns from 
the ones we know. Each sun is a man-—only 


a man—subject to the weaknesses, bodily 


and mental and moral, of other men. But 
he is set up on high where his aberrations 
affect the comfort, security and even the 
lives of millions of other men and women. 
A great number of thesé may mistrust or 
hate him. But their opinions and supplica- 


‘tions do not carry through the thin cold air 


of his lofty altitudes, and they have no 
means to protect themselves from his pos- 
sible folly. They are trapped. 


Phenomenon Not New; 
the Lessons of History. 


Of course this is not a new phenomenon. 
But each time it happens those who are 


| caught in the trap are astonished. The mem- 


bers of the legislative assembly of the Sec- 
ond Republic: voted in 1849 the law which 


enabled Napoleon III to achieve his coup 


d’etat, They kept on good terms with him 
while he cleared the administration of re- 
pub censored the press and suppressed 
the right of meetings. Then he calmly util- 
ized the same law to put them in prison. 

Lessons like these carried no warning to 
the liberal parties in Italy which thought to 
make use of Fascism just long enough to 
suppress ‘their Socialist rivals, nor to the 
Italian industrialists who welcomed the Fas- 
cist solution of the labor problem on the 
erroneous assumption that the embryo dic- 
tator would remain their man,“ that he 
would not inevitably swallow up the interests 
of both employer and employe in the inter- 
est of his personal regime. 

Neither did historical precedent warn 
earnest Germans like Bruening that once 
they had shown how to govern without Par- 
liament by a system of exceptional laws and 
decrees, the stage would be set for the von

One of the explanations offered is 
that the German mentality takes 
kindly to the processes of mass pro- 
duction, while the French and En- 
glish temperaments do not. On the 
basis of three factors—performance, 
planes on hand and output facili- 
ties—this observer accorded to the 
four great’ Powers the following 
ratings: Germany, 10; England 5; 
Italy 2; and France 1. This would 
grant to the dictator countries po- 
tential air supremacy of 2 to 1. 


Relative Strength. 


But when one comes to actual 
strength during September, when 
the war scare was at its height, 
such statistics as are available 
paint a situation precisely opposite. 
It is agreed that by 1940 Germany 
can easily equip herself with a fleet 
of 6000 firstline planes, and thus— 
unless France and England multi- 
ply their efforts miraculously—be- 
come the world’s top air power. All 
the chancelleries attempt to shroud 
their aviation resources in secrecy, 
and the Army Air Corps is far from 
vouching for any of the figures 
given here. But they are believed 
to be the best ascertainable, and 
to be reasonably accurate. 


Recent calculations appear to dem- 
onstrate that when Chancellor Hit- 
ler confronted Prime Minister 
Chamberlain at Berchtesgaden the 
German Fuehrer had at his back 
nothing like the 10,000 military air- 
craft with which propaganda cred- 
ited his nation, and that a strong 
trace of absurdity attached to the 
claim that Germany could launch 
against London 12 hourly waves of

„The surrender’s true motive, experts of the Air Corps believe, was 
Germany’s adaptation of the American invention of mass production

Russia Unknown Quantity. 

The mysterious quantity in the 
situation was Russia, which at the 
beginning of the year was reported 
to possess 5500 war planes, includ- 
ing 1000 bombers, a large propor- 
tion of which were available for 
employment in Europe. Many stu- 
dents are inclined to accept this 
figure, and to hold that the Rus- 
sians are the most air-minded peo- 
ple in the world. In that case, Rus- 
sia, England, France and Czecho- 
slovakia jointly controlled during 
September, in ships actually at 
hand, 12,956. military planes, or 
more than twice the total of Ger- 
many and Italy combined. 

Why, then, did the democratic 
Powers, for the moment at least, 
yield to Hitler’s exactions? The En- 
glish naval fleet is incomparably 
superior to Germany’s and the 
French army is still regarded as 
better than that of the Reich. Mili- 
tary authorities in this country hold 
that the Maginot line is probably 
impenetrable, but that the Siegfried 
line, still unfinished, could in all 
likelihood be pierced. England and 
France have in reserve the wealth, 
man power and raw materials of 
two empires. They had much rea- 
son to believe they could win a 
long war on land and sea. But they 
had equal reasons for doubting, 
the writer is assured, whether they 
could win a long war in the air, 


Replacement Capacity. 


The first of these reasons is Ger- 
many’s astonishing replacement car 
pacity for the manufacture of mil- 
itary planes, which England and 
France could not hope in the near 
future to approximate, By using 
her utmost. resources, the Reich 
could launch into the air: about 50 
new combat and bombing planes 
each day. France and England to- 
gether, in September, were produc 
ing 10 machines a day. 

The second reason is a wide 
spread skepticism, among French 
and British statesmen, as to the 
leadership, skill and morale of the 
Russian air fleet—a skepticism said 
to have been inspired in part by Col. 
Charles A. Lindbergh. He was al- 
leged by British periodicals and 
Russian airmen to have told guests 
of Lady Nancy Astor, prima donna 
of the pro-German, pro-Fascist 
“Cliveden set,” that Germany pos- 
sesses such a strong air force it is 
capable of defeating the combined 
air fleets of England, France, Rus-

It is unusual for a newspaper to reprint a book 
that is two years old; in this , one of the chief 
reasons for publication springs from the fact that 
it has been two years since the book was written. 
For in those two swift-moving years so much of what 
the author wrote has been verified that it bears 
a striking resemblance to prophecy and lends credi- 
bility to the ideological line of battle mapped out for 
the years ahead. 6 

The author's presclence derives from a long and 
specialized experience in international relations, as 
director of the Council on Foreign Relations from 
1922 to 1928, and as editor since then of the quarterly 
Foreign Affairs. 

Examples of correct forecast of events in this 
book could be multiplied, but one or two will suffice. 
Warning that believers in democracy must present 
an unbroken front against dictatorships in whatever 
form, the author wrote: 

No one who finds excuses for Mussolini’s_sup- 
pression of liberty in Italy can object to Hitler's 
abuse of intellectuals, pacifists and non-Aryans 
in Germany (as should be understood in time by 
some well-to-do Jews who, when they view the 
Italian scene, favor authority and discipline 
whatever the cost and become indignant liberals 
only when they read about the excesses of Rosen- 
berg and Streicher). 

This was written two years before Mussolini 
voiced his strident “Me too” in the Nazi refrain of 
corrosive racism. Likewise the writer pointed out 
how the greater effectiveness of dictatorships in 
mobilization and rearmament challenges the prac- 
ticability of democratic institutions in neighboring 
countries. 

We in America would be blind indeed to assume 
that our own institutions will be unaffected by the 
type of government that comes to dominate Western 
Europe. It is the part of self-interest to extend all 
the co-operation possible in international trade and 
currency stabilization to strengthen the European 
democracies. | 

It is even more important, however, to be on 
the alert to prevent the spread of Fascism in the 
Western Hemisphere. With Germany, Italy and 
Japan all engaged in colonizing Central and South 
America, strengthening their economic grip and 
preaching their particular versions of the authori- 
tarian doctrine, we should not be beguiled into 
thinking that the expanses of ocean between the 
Eastern and Western hemispheres afford the pro- 
tection they once did. Only protests backed up by 
adequate armaments will be understood by nations 
guided by the philosophy that war is an ennobling 
experience and that might makes right. 

Nevertheless, the defenses of democracy in this 
country depend not so much on battleships and air- 
planes as on a balanced internal economy. In Mr. 
Armstrong’s chapter on the conditions that led to 
the rise of dictators to power in Germany and Italy, 
there is a clear warning for America. 

We are not suffering from a corresponding mul- 
tiplicity of parties, with the leaders marching in 
different directions, but economic insecurity, which 
shattered faith in democracy in Italy and Germany, 
casts its shadow over America. The Fascist dem- 
agogue addresses his appeal to the little men who 
haye no jobs and to those who, having employment 
or businesses, do not feel secure in them. 

Our unequaled resources have eased the blow of 
business stagnation, and the unemployed have been 
quiéted by the narcotic of relief. But this necessi- 
tates borrowing on a vast scale. Unless effective 
steps are taken to restore prosperity, the strain on 
the public credit will carry us toward inflation. 

The increasing presence of pressure politics, the 

habit.of individuals and groups of looking to the 
Government for subsidies or hand-outs, the chronic 
disorder in labor relations, these are ominous symp- 
toms. Fascism has been called the “neurosis of a 
maladjusted social order.” America must work for 
an economy geared to plenty, for such an efficient 
utilization of our resources as will remove any dan- 
ger of a breakdown of faith in our institutions. 
It is no more than a facing of facts to say that in 
the world today democracy is on the defensive. The 
citizen who reads Mr. Armstrong’s program for de- 
mocracy will be better able to play his part in re- 
sisting the stresses to which democracy in America 
is subject from without and within. 
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The Attorney-General wants to open up the Dick- 
mann Real Estate Co.’s closed bank deals with, say, 
a thinly veiled profits parade. 
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ON NURTURING IMBECILES. 

In analyzing the work of the Johns Hopkins free 
clinic, Henry Mencken shows that a large percentage 
of its services in delivering babies is rendered to 
feeble-minded and syphilitic women. With charac- 
teristic violence of utterance, Mr. Mencken says: 
“Imagine permitting such, ghastly caricatures of hu- 
manity to reproduce their kind ad libitum, and not 
only permitting it, but even facilitating it.” The rec- 
ord shows that the children of these women become 
the pathological specimens of the next generation. 
“Twenty years hence their daughters will be back 
ready with more syphilitic babies.” 

Mr. Mencken’s statement recalls a line in a decision 
by Justice Holmes, upholding a sterilization law: 
“Three generations, of imbeciles are enough.” 
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The world’s armament bill will exceed 17 billions 
this year, and not a nation on earth is prepared for 
war. Well, anyhow, it’s colossal.

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THE FEE SYSTEM IN ST. LOUIS COUNTY. 

Issues in the St. Louis County campaign have been 
Aroadened to include the fee system, a subject whose 
discussion should be welcomed by every voter. This 
method of paying public officials is an archaism, 
carried over from pioneer days when conditions were 
wholly different from those of today. Its survival 
works an injustice upon the taxpayer, and makes 
office-holding a highly lucrative occupation. 

Figures are presented, for instance, to show that 
Collector Benson has collected about $180,000 in sal- 
ary and fees during his 12 years in office. His op- 
ponent, William C. Schramm,. contrasts this scale, 
running up to $18,497 in one year, with the Gover- 
nor’s $6500 salary. Mr. Benson has read the hand- 
writing on the wall; he, too, is running on a plat- 
form favoring abolition of the fee system. 

County Clerk Miller’s opponent, R. M. Farrell, also 
presents illuminating figures. Miller has drawn 
around $100,000 in salary and fees in 12 years, 
he says. 

Such returns as these are outrageously out of 
proportion, Under this state of affairs, taxpayers 
make undue sacrifices so officials may be enriched. 
The sooner this obsolete system is abolished, not only 
in the county but wherever it exists, the better.

A popular leader who won't sell out, Mexican President is idolized by his fellow-citi- 
zens, says student of Latin American affairs; his idealism may be impractical, and 
he might be unseated were America’s economic and diplomatic influence thrown 
against him, but Fascism, Communism or plain chaos would follow his downfall.

AZARO CARDENAS’ chief disability fs 
Lu memory. Although he now lives in 

a city house and has a salary of $20,000 
a year, he cannot forget .the village of 
Jiquilpan in, the semi-tropical State of 
Michoacan ere he was born 42 years ago. 
Jiquilpan was and is Mexico. Its adobe 
houses have thatched roofs and earth floors. 
There was no regular school there 42 years 
ago, no physician, no decent water supply, 
no sewer. Few wore shoes. Cardenas’ 
father had one horse and a little corn patch 
and a wife and eight children. 

Lazaro Cardenas left Jiquilpan when he 
was 15, and enlisted in the army. But un- 
like many Generals and Governors and 
Presidents, Cardenas has not forgotten how 
hard it.is to satisfy nine stomachs on a 
quarter. His memory plays him tricks. 

Cardenas turns a candid eye upon the 
alien questioner. He is sincerely puzzled 
by questions about the land which he takes, 
about the oil properties which he expropri- 
ates. When asked whether he will continue 
his agrarian program, he replies, “We have 


granted lands to 8000 villages, but there 


are applications waiting from 15,000 other 
villages. The people must have their land.” 

When asked, “But if you have no money 
with which to pay, will you still continue 
your social program?” he replies, “There 
are thousands of Mexican towns and vil- 
lages which do not yet have a decent wa- 
ter supply. Can we halt now?” 
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There is the stubborn conviction in Mex- 
ican minds that everything under the sod 
belongs to the nation. This conviction has 
tenacious roots. It goes back to King 
Charles III of Spain, who in 1788 ordered 
“The Mines are the property of my Royal 
Crown,” including “all bitumens and earth 
juices.” This principle was written into the 
first Mexican Constitution. Benito Juarez 
rewrote it into the Constitution of 1857. 
Carranza incorporated it into the Consti- 
tution of 1917, 

There are imponderables in the Mexican 
oil picture. First must be listed the experi- 
ence of the oil operators with Mexican labor 
leaders. Mexican organized labor has ex- 
hibited all the quirks common to labor 
movements everywhere, especially to new la- 
bor movements which have been fought.

Lazaro Cardenas is a 
man to be cherished by a United States 
which soberly hopes for a triumph of de- 
mocracy on this continent. 

But it is a delicate equilibrium which 
Cardenas must preserve. Mexican Govern- 
ments are easily overturned; the financial 
situation is desperate. The normal current 
budget of about $80,000,000 is inadequate. 

The Government’s account in the Banco 
de Mexico is overdrawn by over 150,000,000 
pesos. The threat of fiat money is heard. 
Exchange is off and may go lower. Ex- 
ports are down. It this drift continues, 
if prices go higher, if wages do not rise, 
there would be a situation which would 
precipitate revolution. 


The United States is the chief threat to 
the stability of the Cardenas regime. And 
Ahe United States—officially, at least—is 
exceedingly displeased with Cardenas. The 
United States might unseat Cardenas by 
the course which it takes. That course 
might be of repeated protests, crowding 
Mexico for payment of oil and land. 

It might be followed by coercive meas- 
ures, economic boycotts, the scaring off of 
tourists (already being done by some oil 
companies), the stoppage of the $100 duty- 
free allowance for returning travelers, a 
reversal of our silver policy. It is possible 
to break off diplomatic relations, That step 
would serve as eloquent invitation to some

Germany's Ability to Turn 
Out Planes a Big Factor 


Continued From Page One. 


coping with the Germans; and that, 
ship for ship, the Russfan combat 
planes have held their own remark- 
ably well against Germany’s stand- 
ard fighting ship, the Messer- 
schmidt M-109, a small single-seater 
with a fixed machine gun, liquid- 
cooled motor and a Speed of 310 
miles an hour. It has been praised 
as “the fastest and most easily 
maneuverable fighting plane in the 
world,” and has been known to 
climb 9000 feet in the air and de- 
scend to the ground, all in the space 
of two minutes and five seconds. 
Russia’s Difficulties. 

Granting Russia’s merits in the 
air, there still remained doubt 
whether she would be able to bring 
her resources into play. Rumania 
held the only route by which Rus- 
sia could touch hands with her al- 
lies and come to grips with Ger- 
many, for Soviet planes traversing 
Poland would have been in danger 
of being shot down, There were 
published assertions that Rumania 
would grant passage to Russian 
aircraft, but they were never veri- 
fied by any official announcement. 
Whether this kingdom, in the last 
resort, would have granted ingress 
to Soviet planes still holds over as 
one of the unsolved questions of 
the war crisis. 
In addition to such factors, sev- 
eral other disagreeable develop- 
ments confronted the democratic 
statesmen at Munich.. Two came 
from Spain, proving ground of the 
great Powers for the next European 
war. To begin with, French multi- 
seated combat planes, such as the 
Potez 45’s, proved so distinctly in- 
ferior to single-seat types like the 
Messerschmidt that they became in- 
stantly obsolete. Secondly, when 
Hitler screamed at Nurnberg that 
Germany had the best anti-aircraft 
weapons in Europe, his opponents 
may have reflected uneasily that 
German .88’s had been tried out at 
Lerida; that each of these pom- 
poms fired 200 shells a minute; that 
a battery of six discharged 20 shots 
a second, and that three batteries 
set up “an impenetrable barrage” 
of 60 shells a second, extending 
6000 feet into the air. Besides, 
even French observers admitted 
that larger German weapons, fir- 
ing 21,000 feet aloft, had proved 
“extraordinarily effective.” 

Superiority in Air Bases. 

It was known, moreover, that 
Germany possessed 750 air bases as 
against 260 for Great Britain and 


250 for France! A strategic princi- 


ple has come to be recognized that 
a defirite ratio exists between first- 
line air strength and number of 
bases. Czechoslovakia, incidentally, 
had about 200 air bases, a number 
wildly out of proportion to its fleet 
of 456 front-line war planes. These 
fields, according to general under- 
standing, were designed for oper- 
ative use by the air forces of other 
countries, so that Czechoslovakia 
gained the nickname of “the air- 
plane carrier of Europe.” By air, 
the republic is less than an hour 
distant from France, and about 20 
minutes from the Russian border.

Danger to Civilians.

the power of bombing planes to 
slaughter non-combatants., It seems 
agreed that Generalissimo Franco, 
despite numerous atrocities, has re- 
frained from employing this species 
of destruction to the full capacity of 
his air resources. Since he is fight- 
ing a civil war, the motive is obvi- 
ous. But u such scruples would 
obtain in an international war be- 
tween Germans and Italians on the 
one hand, and French and British 
on the other. Recognition of this 
fact was shown last month in fran- 
tic preparations for the wholesale 
evacuation of London and Paris. 

In modern warfare, airplanes ful- 
fil one function of cavalry in scout- 
ing to procure information, and an- 
other in charging ground forces 
with machine gun and‘ bomb, where 
the culrassiers and hussars of old 
charged with lance and saber. 

On retreat, they.can pursue and 
harass the enemy until a reverse is 
transformed into a profound rout. 
This happened at Guadalajara, 
where the Italians suffered the most 
disastrous defeat of the Spanish 
war. Bombardment planes also su- 
persede long-range heavy artillery. 
Every plane of the sort is capable of 
firing projectiles containing 110 
pounds of explosive on objectives 
hundreds of miles distant. 

At the beginning of this year, the 
United States ranked fourth among 
the nations in air strength, with a 
combined total, in Army and Navy, 
of 2512 planes and a personnel of 
$5,845. The current program for the 
War Department alone calls for a 
fleet of 2300 planes by June 30, 1940. 
With President Roosevelt's insist- 
ence that present world conditions 
demand largely increased expendi- 
tures for national defense, it is pos- 
sible that in the near future the 
country’s air resources will be 
abruptly expanded. :

But How to Tell Someone Else? 

But how are we to talk to people 
who say familiar words but mean 
something else? 

How, specifically, are we to dis- 
cuss art with people who say “art” 
and mean “propaganda,” to whom 
music by Mendelssohn is not music, 
and poetry by Heine is not poetry, 
and a novel by Thomas Mann 
unworthy, not because of any ar- 
tistic deficiency but because of 
some extraneous fact wholly dis- 
associated from all possible meas- 
ures of beauty and satisfaction? 

Of what earthly use to us, ex- 
cept as exposes of the dictatorial 
mentality, are newspapers which 
are spoon-fed and censored to the 
point where they become (as Dr. 
Goebbels puts it) “sharp instru- 
ments of policy” and ready to be 
played on “like a piano?” 

There is no music for us—nothing 
but noise and boredom — wher the 
Italian press carries out Musso- 
lini’s promise “to play on every 
string, from violence to religion, 
from art to politics.” Publication 
in an Italian,’ German or Russian 
newspaper of a chance word that 
eould raise doubts regarding the in- 
fallibility of the regime sends au- 
thor and editor alike to prison; 
and the same thing happens in 
several other countries, 

Deadly Uniformity. 

The result is a deadly uniform- 
ity. The same “facts” are put to- 
gether with scissors and paste from 
the same mimeographed releases, 
played up or down according to in- 
structions, and accompanied by the 
hortatory, cajoling or threatening 
comment ordered for that day by 
the Artifex Maximus—Count Ciano 
or Signor Alfieri, or Dr. Goebbels, 
or the Moscow press chief. (See 
Footnote 1 at end of article.) All 
of it is stereotyped, sycophantic 
flat, despite the shrillness, dull. 

Gone is the reputation of the 
German scientific journals former- 
ly read in learned circles the world 
over. Dead and buried are the 
famous old Italian and German 
newspapers — Corriere della Sera, 
Berliner Tageblatt, Frankfurter 
Zeitung—purveyors of news and 
organs of opinion once entitled to 
mention among Europe’s half-dozen 
greatest. Pale impostors carry their 
mastheads and continue to use 
their type. Some of the old writers 
are at their desks; but daily they 
must be racked by the choice, 
“Shall we conform or starve?” Only 
minds deprived of the factual basis 
for critical judgment would give 
the printed product of this system 
of monopoly and terror the name 
“newspapers. 

Neither Germany nor Italy speaks 
to us from these barren leaves. And 
is it really the authentic voice of 
the Russia of tomorrow which 
speaks in the accents dictated by 


the Kremlin 

What Can We Expect to Learn? 
What can we or our children ex- 
pect to learn from an educational 
system which does not proceed 
towards exact truth by historical 


perimentation and free speculation, 
but (in the words of the German 
leader) aims to produce “the polit- 
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‘(Footnote 3). 


No Truth for Truth's Sake. 

Shall we go there for historical 
research? We will never ap- 
proach history impartially, but as 
Germans,” writes the Nazi educa- 
tional organ, Die Deutsche Schule 
(September, 1933), But it was Dr. 
Rust, Minister of Education, who 
most authoritatively revealed the 
Nazi method of research in his ad- 
dress to the scholars gathered to 
celebrate Heidelberg’s 550th anni- 
versary. He emphasized Nazi 
emancipation from “the false idea 
of objectivity,” and announced that 
“the old idea of science based on 
the sovereign right of abstract in- 
tellectual activity has gone for- 
ever.” 

Symbolically, the statue of 
Athena, goddess of wisdom, had 
already been removed from before 
one of the great college buildings 
(given by American friends of Hei- 
delberg, many of them of Jewish 
descent), and replaced by the Ger- 
man eagle; and above the portal 
the inscription “To the Living Spir- 
it” had been blotted out and re- 
placed by the words “To the Ger- 
man Spirit.” . 

Obedient to Dr. Rust’s admoni- 
tion, German scholarship the next 
day buried its dead with these fate- 
ful words of Dr. Ernst Krieck, 
professor of philosophy at Heidel- 
berg: “We do not know of or rec- 
ognize® truth for truth’s sake or 
science for science’s sake.” (Foot- 
note 4.) 


Intellectual and Artistic Life. 

What do we find if we turn to 
contemporary intellectual and artis- 
tic life in Italy for inspiration and 
instruction? Let Signor Paolo 
Orano, Member of Parliament and 
professor of history of journalism 
at the University of Perugia, de- 
fine for us the duties of the pres- 
ent-day Italian teacher: 

“For Fascism such things do not 
exist as a philosophy independent 
of race; a culture without a na- 
tion; a world without an empire; 
knowledge which has no end but 
itself, a limbo for those who are 
afraid to devote themselves to 
proselytizing . .. All without ex- 
ception must bear their fart in the 
policy of Fascism, in private and 
in public, in every lecture room, 
from every pulpit. Woe to those 
who teach the youth of today that 
there is qa culture which ‘takes no 
interest in politics.’” 

No wonder that where such re- 
quirements prevail one renowned 
scholar after another has preferred 
retirement or exile—De Sanctis, 
foremost authority on Roman his- 
tory; Salvemini, foremost: historian 
of the Risorgimento; Venturi, fore- 
most historian of art; De Viti de 
Marco, author of classic works on 
finance; and a long list of others. 
Croce meanwhile writes in parables 
or is silent, Ferrero has escaped to 
Switzerland, and Sforza expounds 
the philosophy of politics in every 
language but Italian. 

The gaps thus left will not be 
filled by the uniformed professors 
of philosophy and history and sci- 
ence that I saw in Rome, wheeling 
up and down, gun on shoulder, out- 
side the Mostra della Rivoluzione 
Fascista, executing the tours of 
duty necessary to prove their abil- 
ity to teach the majesty of matter 
over mind. Nor is the blank that is 
Fascist art rendered less conspicu- 
ous by Fascist Italy’s boycott of 
Toscanini, whose pure and soaring 
spirit bars him automatically from 


consideration among the fit inher- 


itors of the tradition of Dante. 
(Footnote 5). 
Sole Aim Is Power. 

Ortega y Gasset has written in 
“The Revolt of the Masses” that 
the fascist and Syndicalist ideolo- 
gies have introduced to modern 
Europe a type of man who does 
not want to give his reasons for 
his beliefs, or even to be right, but 
simply to have the power to im-

ers carry to every corner the lead-

Hitler has admitted the same 
thing at least as often as he has 
said the contrary.

says that he does hot intend to 
start a war he means that when 
the moment comes for rearmed Ger- 
many to take what she wants, the 
responsibility for any war which 
ensues will lie not with him but 
with whoever opposes. 

Everlasting peace, he writes in 
“Mein Kampf,“ would doom man- 
kind to destruction. He believes 
that when confronted with tremend- 
ous battles for self-preservation, 
“go-called humanitarianism, that 
product ot a mixture of stupidity, 
cowardice and _  superciliousness, 
will melt away like snow in the 
March sunshine” (p. 148). 

Hitler’s Words on Peace. 

He often interjects pleas for 
peace, but they are as terrifying as 
his threats, for it is to be a peace 
“established by the victorious 
sword of a master nation which 
leads the world to serve a higher 
culture” (p. 438). And again: “In- 
deed, the pacifist humane idea may 
be quite good after the most su- 
perior persons have conquered and 
subdued the world in such a meas- 
ure as makes them its exclusive 
master . Therefore, first fight, 
and then, perhaps, pacifism” (p. 
315). 

And again: “Anyone who really 
from his heart desires the victory 
of tHe pacifist idea in this world 
should support by every means the 
conquest of the world by the Ger- 
mans” (p. 315) (Footnote 8). 

Germans, echoes Gen. Goering, 
are proud to be known as militar- 
ists; and as justification he cites 
the fact that Prussianism is no 
longer a geographical but an eth- 
ical conception. 

Von Papen struggles to keep in 
Nazi good graces by proving that 
the Potsdam of today, far from hav- 
ing shed its traditional. character, 
now goes Hohenzollern militarism 
one better; Germany, he says, has 
finally dropped the word pacifism 
from its dictionary; the new Ger- 
mans must be “physically and mor- 
ally warriors,” dreaming of the op- 
portunity that may be vouchsafed 
them to die in battle rather than 
ignominiously in their beds.

CHICAGO, Oct. 15.—With indica- 
tions of increasing construction ac- 
tivity confirmed by various sur- 
veys, the United States Building 
and Loan League reported today 
steadily. improving family demand 
for savings, building and loans 
funds. 

E. C. Baltz, ae * the 
league, said the nation again is in 
a position where it can hope for 
better times to be helped by in- 
creasing home construction.” 

Among the surveys completed 
the magazine “Building” reported 
construction activity increased dur- 
ing September for the sixth con- 
secutive month, while data for Oc- 
tober and November indicate a con- 
tinuation of the rate of activity. 
Dun & Bradstreet, Inc., reported 
permits issued in September were 
fully equal to those of August, al- 
though the normal seasonal trend 
is downward about 10 per cent. 
The total permits in 215 cities ex- 
ceeded that of September, 1937, by 
17 per cent. 

Building and loan associations 

disbursed more money to home 
owners in August than in any other 
month this year and a larger per- 
centage of it went for the con- 
struction of new homes. In every 
month since April associations have 
been increasing the proportion of 
loan disbursements going directly 
for construction, and in August 
they issued $1 out of every $3.30 
for this purpose. Construction 
loans in August totaled $22,575,000, 
an increase of 18.2 per cent over 
July and 7 per cent over August 
last year. This was the first month 
of 1938 in which construction loans 
have surpassed in volume those for 
the like month of 1937. 
“Since 62.1 per cent of the loan 
volume in August went directly 
for the acquisition of homes, eith- 
er through building or purchase, 
confidence must have improved 
from its recession levels,” Baltz 
said, because faith in the perman- 
ence of jobs and security is essen- 
tial to any sustained activity in 
home building. or buying.”

Address at Meeting of Mortgage Bankers’ 
Association in Chicago. 


By the Associated Press, 

CHICAGO, Oct. 15,—Administra- 
tor Stewart McDonald of the Fed- 
eral Housing Administration pre- 
dicted more than 350,000 dwelling 
units will be built this year as 
against only 50,000 four years ago. 
In a prepared address to the 
twenty-fifth annual convention of 
the Mortgage Bankers’ Association 
of America, McDonald said in- 
creased home ownership was one of 
the greatest necessary stabilizing 
influences in American life. 


The FHA, he/reported, is running 
about 115 per cent ahead of a year 
ago and mortgage companies were 
doing more business under the 
Housing Act this year than in the 
three previous years combined. He 
estimated their total business 
would exceed $100,000,000 for 1938. 
Dr. Walter Lichtenstein, vice- 
president of the First National 
Bank of Chicago, told the conven- 


tion a lower standard of living 
would result from the attempts of 
many nations to achieve self-suffi- 
ciency, 


If the decline in international 


trade continues and armaments ex- 


penditures continue, Dr. Lichten- 
stein said, all nations finally will 
approach bankruptcy. He con- 
tinued: 


“To all intents and purposes Ger- 
many is bankrupt now, whatever 
that may mean in the case of a na- 
tion, (France is certainly in bad 
shape, and one may wonder how 
long Great Britain can go on and 
not make its taxes so burdensome 
that the property classes will be 
wiped out.” 

Dr. Lichtenstein said there could 
be little inflation or little prospect 
of it as long as there was as little 
movement in business and eco- 
nomic life as at present.

operative living, where mothers 
spend their spare time working on

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community problems instead of try- 


ing to keep up with the Joneses, 
where there are no local politics, 
no class distinctions, and where 
more than 3000 men, women and 
children are now busily engaged in 
living by a pattern never before 
employed in any American com- 
munity. 

Built by the Government at a 
cost of some $14,000,000 to demon- 
strate the practicability of scientific 
town planning, wise use of land, 
and mass production of dwelling 
unfts, Greenbelt has just celebrated 
its first anniversary. In this com- 
munity, 885 families are now living 
with an enthusiasm that makes 
high adventure out of everything, 
including such prosaic-sounding a 
venture as a town-owned grocery 
store. 

All strangers to each other a year 
ago, the residents of Greenbelt took 
up life in the crescent-shaped set- 
tlement with nothing in common 
but a low pay check and the desire 
to rear their families in a place 
where there was room to live and 
breathe. Now there are no strangers 
in Greenbelt. There is a club or 
association for everything from the 
discussion of group living to what 
kind of peas Mrs. Greenbelt should 
buy on a strained pocketbook. 

“We get so much more for 80 
much less,” is the way Greenbelt 
housewives sum up the situation, 
as they marvel over their town, 
where a seven-room house, com- 
pletely modern even to an electric 
stove, may be rented for as little as 
$39. 

Of the 885 homes in Greenbelt, 
574 are group or row houses, 306 
are apartments and five are de- 
tached houses. Rents range from 
$18 to $41 a month and the privi- 
lege of renting a home in Green- 
belt is reserved for families with an 
annual income of not less than 
$1000. and not more than $2400. Not 
only are the upper and lower limits 
of incomes set, but income ranges 
are set for families of varying size. 
For instance, a family of two may 
move into the community only if its 
income range is between $1000 and 
$1600, while a family of six is eligi- 
ble only it its income is between 
$1800 and $2400. 

Spick and span, these ultra mod- 
ern homes that rent so cheaply are 
arranged in groups of 120 around 
superblocks and all-homes look out 
upon grass and trees in the block's 
center. Dach house has its own 
yard, but much of the open space 
in the block’s center is pooled for 
common recreational use. There 
are no sidewalks along the streets, 
because a network of paths runs 
fhrough the safe and pleasant sur- 
roundings of the interior park, and 
where these paths cross busy 
streets, underpasses are built so 
that residents, can walk to the

You never 
wrote a thesis on economics, or if 
you did, you don't need us, either. 
And we'll take for granted that 
you're not Miss Multimillions (heir- 
ess of a First Family) surrounded 
by cohorts of eager advisors. 

You're just you. The girl on the 
8:10 bus as fresh-looking as though 
she had popped out of a milk bath; 
the bright-eyed woman down the 
block who goes walking with her 
children; the amusing proprietor of 
the hat shop with whom we like to 
chat; or the skillful designer we 
know who finds the profits of her 
deft fingers so baffling. 

Every day you open your handbag 
to pay the butcher, the baker, the 
gas-station attendant or the bus 
driver. And then one day you finger 
a dollar bill and say to yourself, 
“How little I really know about this 
money business! What would I do 
if something happened to Bill?” 
(he’s your husband); or “Father,” 
(he’s a darling); or “Tom,” (he's 
your brother). “I wouldn't,“ you 
think, “know where to begin.” 

We understand exactly how you 
feel. It’s like awakening suddenly 
in the night to discover that the 
familiar furnishings of your room 
have taken on strange, unfamiliar 
outlines and you don’t know where 
you are. 

We've awakened like that, too. 

And we think you ought to know 
more about money. For that reason 
we're going to try to tell as simply, 
as clearly and as authentically as 
possible some of the essentials for 
women, 

There is a saying attributed to 
Artemus Ward: “The trouble isn’t 
that people are too well edicated, 
but that they know too many things 
that aren’t so.” 

It's not many generations that 
women have been edicated.“ In a 
short length of time they have ac- 
cumulated with remarkable fem- 
inine efficiency an assortment of 
facts which are so, and with equal 
feminine efficiency an assortment 
of things which aren't so. 

In approaching a subject as com- 
plex as money, it’s a good plan first 
of all to clear away the “Aren't 
So’s’—the fallacies you may have 
been harboring for years along with 
an aversion to nose veils, per- 
haps, or turnips. For, in no time 
at all, fallacies become part of you; 
you can’t think without them; they, 
get all tangled up with your reason- 
ing and before you know it they 
bar the doorway to new ideas. 

Naturally, you don’t call them 
fallacies when they're your own. 
They're just cherished convictions, 
or pet theories, or astute observa- 
tions. 

But don’t tell us you've never met 
any of these: 


Fallacy No. 1: That the finan- 
cial world is a man’s world with 
woman still (like Adam’s rib) the 
bone of contention. 


This was true for centuries, but 
now there queer things going 
on: women are coming into posses- 
sion of the major portion of the 
nation’s private wealth. Seventy 
per cent of it, it is estimated, is in 
our hands. Woman has become, as 
one wag puts it, not only the better 
halt, but the better-off half. We 
are the recipients of 80 per cent of 
the total life insurance paid to bene- 
ficiaries. Sixty-five per cent of 
the savings accounts are in our 
names, The retail purchasing pow- 
er is overwhelmingly ours. 

Of course, we don't actually 
contro] all this money, for men 
still turn the giant wheels 
of industry. But the finan- 
cial world can’t be solely & 
man's world when woman is preen- 
ing herself with so generous & 
portion of the almighty dollar.

Can you think of a 
better way to use that head of 
yours than to learn about money, 
and how best to protect it, recog- 
nizing it as a symbol of service, 
expended effort and human value?

like the Einstein theory of rela- 
tivity; it is presumptuous and 
hopeless for the average woman 
to attempt to understand it. 


Far be it from us to deny that 
finance, in its broad sense—the dic- 
tionary calls it “the science of 
monetary affairs’—is a honey of 
a subject. We'd have to change 
our stripes before we'd entertain 
even a feeble hope of mastering it. 
Yet in its limited, personal sense, 
as applied to us as individuals, it 
isn’t abstract and incomprehensi- 
ble, not a thing remoté from every- 
day living. It is possible for the 
average woman to understand 
something about the nature of 
money, its uses and obligations, 
and possible for her to gather valu- 
able information from the fund of 
experience and observation sur- 
rounding us all. Like so many 
things, understanding it all hinges 
on wanting to understand it. 


Fallacy No. 5: That finance is 
a science—didn’t the dictionary 
say so’—and consequently we 
must listen only to experts. 


This is the notion that can put 
wrinkles on your pretty brow. For 
finance is not an exact science, 
and the old rhyme, “birds in a tree 
agree, why can not we?“, was not 
penned about its most learned ex- 
ponents, 

Why? Because the world is 
filled with people scurrying around 
like ants on the surface of the 
earth, They have to get along 
with a lot of other little scurrying 
ants and it isn’t any easier for 
them to agree on the matter of 
money than on the matter of 
boundaries or territories, or poli- 
tics. So there is bound to be di- 
vergence of opinion, because fi- 
nance is a human thing, affected 
by the human elements of personal 
prejudice and personal interest, 
composed of human frailties and 
blunders. It is not, as we said, an 
exact science. You cannot pour 
something into a test tube and 
have it come out a given substance 
to cure the monetary ills of 
man and womankind. Econom- 
ics (of which finance is one 
division is a social science, 
concerning itself with the business 
activity of, and the effect of this 
activity upon, the members of hu- 
man society. 

And so that is what throws the 
experts. They have no occult mind- 
reading power to predict the fu- 
ture. Much like the famous bird 
which was supposed to fly back- 
wards (because it didn’t care where 
it was going but liked to see where 
it had been) the financial expert 
must fly backwards and depend 
upon hindsight for his foresight. 

Dean Spencer of the University 
of Chicago School of Business tells 
a delightful story about the Mis- 


sissippi River captain who boasted. 
he knew every stone and jut in 


the river bed. Just then the boat 
lurched and the captain said, 
“There’s one now.” 

It's a nice illustration of the 
human element in business and fi- 
nance, Like the river captain, the 
captains of industry may recognize 
the rocks and juts once they hit 
them, but they may not, being fal- 
lible creatures dealing with other 
fallible creatures, see the rocks 
ahead of time or be able to avoid 
them if they do see them, 


Fallacy No. 6: That finance is 
a secret code, a matter of secret 
symbols. You have to be “on 
the inside” or you'll be cleaned 
out overnight. 


Certainly there is some justifica- 
tion for thinking so. Many people 
not so long ago did come to the 
gad conclusion that the whole sor- 
ry business was not for anyone 
unless he was “in the know.” 

Did the neighborhood bank fail, 
the bank the president of which 
you had known since he was in 
knee breeches? Did the bonds, 80 
highly recommended, default? Was 
the stock, so carefully purchased, 
worthless? 

If so, you can hardly be censored 
for believing it is all something like 
a secret society and you just don't 
know the whispered password. 

But in reality it is not. You must 
remember that quite recently we 
lived through a fantastic era when 
ever so many people wanted to get 
rich quick, And the sober, con- 
servative ones (when people got 
“poor quick”) got poor, too Few 
of us made any attempt to know 
what we were doing. We just went 
ahead blindly. 

But we needn’t have, The finan- 
cial expert and business forecaster 
must rely, on the whole, on the 
same facts and figures accessible 
to all of us.

It’s not likely that money will be 
tossed in your lap like a bright ball 
to play with. If all at once you have 
increased responsibilities you may 
find worry and bills dogging your 
footsteps. 
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EW people who are well to do at 
35 are even comfortable at 65. 
Estates of $25,000 and under dis- 
appear, on the average, in seven 
years. Accumulating money, hard 
as it is, is only half the job, If 
you want money “for keeps” you 
have to learn the other half, 


The flaw in this reasoning is that 
it isn’t money you really want, but 
the things it will buy. And increas- 
ing the amount of money issued by 
the Government won't increase the 
supply of those things. It lowers 


the purchasing power of money, in- 


stead; therefore it takes more money 
than ordinarily to buy the things 
you’ve set your heart on, like the 
costume jewelry you saw in the 
window last week. 


Fallacy No. 9: That money is 
wealth. : 


It’s only its first cousin. Wealth, 
we're told, is an accumulation of 
economic and services, The 


convinced of this, too! Especially 
so on the first of the month when 
you are trying to figure just where 
the family allowance went, or the 
middle of month when you are 
trying to expand a contracted in- 
come to meet the requirements of 
different ages and temperaments in 
your household, or the Sunday 
morning when you are trying to 
hold your tongue after the Saturday 
night your husband invited all those 
people and spent your careful sav- 
ings in one grand, needless gesture 
of hospitality.

H-HUH. We guessed it. You've 

thought just heaps of times that 

a little money all your own 
would be the Elysian fields through 
which you could wander without a 
care or anxiety. You've even looked 
with wistful eyes upon your neigh- 
bor of whom someone has whis- 
pered, “She has private means.” 
How lovely not to be accountable to 
anyone! 

Who isn’t accountable?’ All of us 
have to reckon with someone, if 
only with ourselves. What a lot 
nicer world it would be if we could 
remember that there is no freedom 
without obligation, no privilege 
without responsibility. They go to- 
gether like pancakes and syrup, or 
Amos and Andy. 

Fallacy No. 11: Well, let’s as- 
sume we do dig into the subject. 
‘We run into an impasse immedi- 
ately, for the language of money, 
we discover, is a foreign tongue 
to a woman. It’s a gentleman’s 
jargon, not a lady’s.lingo. When 
a man looks up from the morning 
paper and says, “Um-m. are 
firm,” the wife just naturally 
nibbles her toast and thinks of 
the bumpy roadbed she took Ju- 
nior on last Summer. 


It is a sort of an abracadabra, we 
admit. But it needn't be. 

Remember the A’s you got in col- 
lege? Remember the A’s you used 
to be able to concentrate, when all 
around you they were opening 
packages from home? . 

It’s fun to study again. Much 
more fun than listening to your 
friend’s reducing program, or their 
domestic help problems. 

So, what are we waiting for? 

The first assignment is a lesson 
in forgetting. Forget your favorite 
fallacies, though you hate to part 
with them. Begin with a fresh page.

DON’T know what we can do 
| about it, but it seems to me 

dreadful that our children should 
grow up without any spiritual in- 
struction, 

Mind you, Tm not saying “relig- 
ious instruction” for it’s plain that 
any effort to provide such courses 
in our public schools would start 
endless, bitter controversy. But it’s 
appalling that youngsters should 
be allowed to grow from infancy to

Things weren't any better a gen- 
eration ago, as far as the schools 
went.

Those persons who saw the stage 
production will find some changes. 
Although the film runs past two 
hours, some parts of the play have 
been dropped. Mildly regrettable, 
for instance, is the loss of the 
sleazy Grand Duchess who made 
blintzes for the Czar and the Syca- 
mores. The inspired parlor game, 
in which wealthy Mrs. Kirby made 
her revealing replies, necessarily 
has been blue-pencilled.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—Dis- 
placement of men by machines and 
the opening up of new land in the 
Mississippi Delta, the Southwest 


and California have reduced labor 
requirement for the production of 
cotton by 16 per cent an acre and 
20 per cent a bale between 1909 and 
1936, according to a report today 
by the National Research Division 
of the Works Progress Administra- 
tion. 

Despite this improvement in tech- 
nology and land use, the report con- 
tinues, the average price of lint cot- 
ton in recent years gives the pro- 
ducer a gross hourly return be- 
tween 20 and 30 cents, out of which 
he must buy fertilizer, equipment, 
work stock feed and all other ex- 
penses of production. 

“Under these conditions,” the re- 
port asserts, “incomes of the pro- 
ducers are anything but adequate.” 

Changes in Technology. 

The 132-page survey, titled, 
“Changes in Technology and Labor 
Requirements in Cotton Produc- 
tion,” is one of a series relating to 
employment in agriculture. It 
paints a stark picture of the living 
conditiong among a majority of the 
9,000,000 persons on the 2,000,000 
cotton farms of the South and 
Southwest, and offers little hope 
for the small owners, sharecrop- 
pers, tenant farmers and laborers 
who depend for their livelihood on 
the most important cash crop pro- 
duced in the United States. 

In one paragraph, the report 
points out why the southeastern 
part of the United States is going 
down the economic ladder below 
the poverty line while delta and 
southwestern regions are benefiting 
from mechanization on more easily 
tilled land. 

“The average amount of labor re- 
quired to produce a bale.of cotton 
in the major cotton-producing areas 
for the period 1933-36," the report 
says, “amounted to 253 hours in the 
eastern cotton area, 250 in the delta 
area, and 178 in the western cotton 
area. This amounts to 1.98 pounds 
of cotton per man-hour in the east- 
ern area, 2 in the delta area, and 
2.81 in the western area. Average 
prices of lint cotton in the United 
States were 10.2 cents in 1933, 12.4 
cents in 1934 and 11.1 in 1935.” 

No Solution Offered. 

The report presents no solution 
for the appallingly low incomes. In 
fact, it indicates a worse situation 


*‘g the Southeast ‘if mechanization 


is extended in the areas most suit- 
able for it, the level lands of Okla- 
homa, Texas, New Mexico, Arizona 
and California. At present the 
greatest obstacle to further mechani- 
zation is the abundance of workers 
willing to pick cotton for 75 cents 
to a dollar a hundred pounds. 

“If, in the course of five to 10 
years, a successful two-row picker 
operated by one man should ap- 
pear,” the report forecasts, it 
might be applied on as much as half 
of the normal cotton crop, or about 
17,500,000 acres. This seems likely 
to be the upper limit, unless cotton 
production should be materially in- 
creased on new lands where condi- 
tions are favorable to mechaniza- 
tion. Savings in labor from a use 
of a machine on this proportion of 
the acreage might amount to ap- 
proximately 800,000,000 hours. This 
would be equal to the labor of 
2,000,000 hand pickers each working 
forty 10-hour days during the pick- 
ing season.” 

The authors of the report declare 
that present experiments warrant 
the expectation that “during the 
next decade” such a mechanical 
picker will be in use. 

Machines Supérsede Men. 

For the present, however, 
tractor is displacing horse and 
man-power in the pre-harvest oper- 
ations, particularly in the areas 
west of the Mississippi where the 


land is level or gently rolling. With- 


in the last three or four years, the 
report says, large number of ten- 
ants have been “tractored off” and 
can expect work on cotton only as 
day laborers during the peak sea- 
son. In sample counties in Missis- 
sippi and Texas, the researchers 
found that percentage of farmers 
reporting tractors jumped from 5 
per cent in 1919 to 41 and 45 per 
cent in 1936. 

But tractors are available only 
to farmers with cash or credit, 
which at present means those west 
of the Mississippi. 

“The typical cotton farm,” the 
report says, “represents a relative- 
ly small investment as farms go. 
In 1930 this investment averaged 
about $1900 for land and buildings 
in the States of the Eastern and 
Delta areas, while in the Western 

area it average slightly over

Conclusion of Survey. 


nological improvements offer an 
avenue of escape to those farmers 


them. Insofar as they can produce 
more cotton with the same labor, 
they may be able to maintain their 
income even at the lower cotton 
price. It has been shown, however, 
that there are limited opportunities 
for mechanization in many cotton 
areas. The individual cotton grow- 
er is likely to have but little direct 
consciousness of competition be- 
tween areas. He is aware only that 
cotton prices are dishearteningly 
low, that he must try to do more 
of the work himself to avoid pay- 
ing out money for wages, and that 
he must deny himself and his fam- 
ily anything but the strict necessi- 
ties of life if he is to get along at 
all. The typical tenant or cropper 
family (which produces little be- 
sides cotton), has less to spend for 
itself than half of the proceeds 
from six to eight bales of cotton, 
worth $40 to $60 per bale, plus the 
proceeds from 6000 or 7000 pounds 
of cottonseed worth perhaps $30 
per ton. The small-owner family 
is not always or necessarily better 
off. It ig not necessary to dwell 
on these shockingly low incomes. 
Families have ‘lived’ on such in- 
comes when they had to. But, if 
they can, they seek other lines of 
employment. 

Workers Shift When They Can. 
“What are some of the alterna- 
tive lines of activity for a part 
of the farm population in sections 
which are under the greatest dis- 
advantages in cotton production? 
There has already been consider- 
able shifting into vegetable crops, 
fruits, peanuts, hogs and other 
farming, enterprises in some areas. 
This shifting, however, is slow, with 
the opportunities far less than the 
need. Poor as it is, cotton remains 
for many the best agricultural al- 
ternative available in the cotton 
belt. Do other industries have 
more to offer? It would seem so, 
judging from the rapid movement 
of industries into this area during 
the past 15 or 20 years. The shift 
of industfies to the South could 
ameliorate the effects of farm la- 
bor displacement by providing in- 
dustrial opportunities for employ- 
ment. 

“In the last analysis, therefore, 
employment in the production of 
cotton depends not only on the 
progress of mechanization, but also 
to a large degree on alternative em- 
ployment in other industries. It 
is clear that employment in cotton 
production is not likely to increase, 
and it seems probable that there 
would be considerable shrinkage 
in the next 10 years if present cot- 
ton croppers and tenants could find 
other employment.”

On the front end, which is entirely 
new and modern in design. The 
wheelbase is longer and the bodies 
wider, with more seat width, and a 
new enamel] exterior finish, while 
the 87-horsepower engine has been 
improved for longer life, with new 
auto-thermic pistons, much lighter 
and longer wearing. Bodies have 
tailored uphelstery, a wider range 
of front-seat adjustment and nu- 
merous interior refinements, includ- 
ing a new design for the instrument 

nel. There is 27 per cent more 
uggage compartment room, 

The gear snift lever is on the 
steering wheel post and the emer- 
gency brake lever under the dash, 
so the front compartment floor is 
clear of obstructions. In the new 
Dodge, individual-action front 
spring road vibration is leveled out 
by matched coil springs of Amola 
steel, while rear suspension is by 
means of thin-lead, semi-elliptic, 
squeakless springs, also of Amola 
steel.

All 1939 Pontiacs have hypoid rear 
axles built in the Pontiac plant. 
The Pontiac engine has been 
changed only slightly, the engineers 
believing that it has proven satis- 
factory.
